This year's wood shop classes include 
all boys from the five upper grades; 

The boys from Mrs. Payne's room have 
shop on Thursday afternoons,from 1 PaM, 
to 2145 P.M. Mr, Rifenbery's toys have 
shop on Wednesdays, Mr. Serraino's on 
Tuesday, and Mrs. Johnson's and Mr. 
Thayer's on every Monéay. 

The paint room is now used as a 
storeroom for things that have not been 
finished.
